LIFE IN PARLIAMENT. 


It ie to be remembered that scoording to the 
plan of this work, the Parliamentary life now to 
be outlined, is that of the non-official, or as they 
are called, the Private Membors, and of them 
only ; end they, of course. constitate the main 
body of the House. The description does not 
relate tothe official membsra who sit on the two 
Front Benches on either eid’ of the Table. 


MAIN CLASSES IN THE HOUSE, 


The life, then, Jed in Parlisment by privato 
members varies greatly, scoording to the oir- 
cumstances of each member. A certsin nomber 
of members sre politicians or parlismenterians 
simply and paorely. This oumber is donbtloss 
variable from one Goneral Election to another. 
Probably it is not so great ae might be desired, 
and is leas than haif of the whole House. Such 
men sre persone of independent means, and have 
no occupation except that which relates to publio 
or national affairs. They are not indeed menof 
leianre, forthey are anre to be beset by many 
poblic engegements. Still they sre masters of 
their own time; and thoy are at liberty to davote 
themeelves to the work of the House daring the 
Session, and to meetings concerning Parlia- 
mentary offsirs daring the recess. Thoy arr, 
however, in no wiee to be classed as profeesional 
politicians ; they are ander no porzonal obligation 
and sek for no immediate reward. Such men 
msy not take @ prominont part in the 
debater inside the Chambor of the House, or bs 
conspicnous figures before the public, or have 
their utterances frequently reported in the 
newspapers. Bat the vast mass of business 
in the precincts of the House ontside the Ohambor 
is done mainly, if not almost entirely, by them. 
Theie country psrhaps little knows how hard they 
have to labonr for many months in each year ; 
and how veedfal is the existence of such a olaus if 
the Parliementary businese of tho nation is to be 
properly. discharged. Moreover, as they attend 
the debatés and other proceedings inside the 
Ohamber more regolarly than any other olasa of 
members, their inflaence on the general conduct 
of the House ie proportionately the greater. — 

On the other hsnd, there is snother class, 
variable in number, no doubt, from one General 
Rlection to another, bat always large, and 
probably comprising fall half or even more than 
half “of the whole House, sometimes even two- 
thirds. This consiete of those who have either 
some sort of business, commercial and the like, 
or eles some professions that mast olsim their 
attention daring the hours of the dsy at lenst. 
They are unavoidably prevented from giving the 
whole or sven the greater part of their time to 
the Honse. They muet first attend to their 
business or profession—ihat is obligatory—this 
done they will give what time they oan to the 
Hons, snd by care, sometimes even by over 
exertion, they will contrive to do the essential 


business, the bigger parts of the Porlismontary 
work fairly well—though is may be impossible 
for them to follow the details, Fortunately for 
them mach of the work in the Ohamber of the 
Hoose falls to be done efter aay five o’olook, 
when the bueneee of the conn:ing house, the 
bank, or ils Cours of Juatice wi'l be over. Still 
it must be hard for a man who bas been working 
all day ot finance or commercsa, or for one who 
has been pleading in arduous osdes before Judge 
and Jary, to go straight to the House ond attend 
to debates till midoight. Hoe will have to do it, 
and actually does it ocossionally—but it must 
generally be beyond his endurance if the debatos 
be long drawn ont. Thus members of this claus 
are prevented, without any fault of their own, 
from giving constant atscndance inside the 
Chamber, and tothe work onteide the House in 
the precincts aod in the Oommittee Rooms. 

Nevertheless, this second olass of private 
members of all sorts is jast as valaable aa the ficat 
or official Front Bench members, It supplies the 
practical acquaintance with the business pertain- 
ing to @ commercial nation like ours. Ive legal 
element is of mach weight and in Suence in legis- 
lation. I offorde largoiy that kuowledge whioh 
is needfal for she management of our complex 
domestic policy in every branch of the national 
industries, save perhaps that of agrioaliure. 
Moreover the great barristers in the Hooso have 
often proved ornaments in its debates, and many 
memorable speeches have been made by them. 
Agrioultare generally has representatives of its 
own who sre not of the basiceas olsss, but will 
mostly be country gentlemen. 

None suppose that there are too many mere 
chants or bankera, or financiers in the House, or 
even $00 Many solicitors—for she advice of all 
these is constantly required in these debates, 
which are of the nature of consultation. Bast the 
nomber of barristers in she Hoase haa ofien 
called forth notice and even criticiom. The 
namber of these agein is varisbie, but it must 
often stand ata handred, and it hos somptimes 
been reckoned at even more, At all events it 
represents an appreciable proportion, sxy one: 
fifsh or one-sixth. Critics, while admitting tbat 
a goodly number of sach membors ie deairable, 
so that the House may be well informed regurd- 
iog the laws of the country, do yet contend thas 
the actaal number is snd always hse been too 
large: aod thet this one particular profession 
has more than a fall share of inflaence. The 
cause is obvious enough, namely this, that 
appointments to the Judicial Bench, and to the 
highest poste virtaally boyond the Benoh, are 
often, perhaps mostly, given to barristers who 
are in Parliament. This practice hae prevailed 
in past days 68 moch as in the prosont day. Its 
existence seems to be so fixed that farther 
reference to its merits or demerits would be 
superfloonus. 

In this class there is a section deserving a brief 
notices separately. Some members are avowedly 
elected by parsicalar indastries or professions 
to represent cCcrtein interests specially. Conse- 
quently, while they bestow a general regard to 
the affairs of the Hoase, their primary duty is 
to guard she interests for the sake of whioh 
they were elected, The numbédr of sach members 
hes increased of late, and will probably 
increase still farther. Is comprises tho Labour 
members, the represonsatives of the shipping 
intereate, the edacational members, and others. 

As already mentioned, comment has often been 
made on the namber of railway directors in the 
House. These cannot, howerér, be traced to any 
particular clasa. They are to be found scattered 
here and there among oll sec.ions of members, 
sometimesamong tho leisared snd independent 
classea,and sometimes among the business classes, 


Pa BLIAMENTABY LIFE. 


Such being, in the most ggneral terme, the 
mein classes in the House, we approach direotly 
the question es to how each class lesds its Par- 
liamentary life. : 

At the onteet there is no disgaisiog that eome 
memboars take the responsibility of membership 
much more seriously than others. Some membors 
having large conpexions in the Metropolis, mov- 
ing by old association in London sovciety, having 
social avocstions of geest variety and extont, 
attend the House for the performance of rach 
duty psa may be imperatively necessary, that do 
not othervise take #0 Onsrous or active share in 
the work. They will atiend daily in the after- 
noon so donbt, ascertain when divisions are 
likely to occur, or when thoir prosence may bo 
needed, and maske 8 point of voting in every 
division, which may concera the maintenanosof | 
their party, or the safety of tho Government

either watching or partioipsting in the debetcs.Hb 
will dino in the Honse,often getting aboatas mach 
time as is allowed to a traveller in an express 
train stopping for dinner. Then he returna to 
the Ohamber ; and if he can steal a few minutce of 
time it will probably be to confer with some con. 
stituent or other political friend in the preoincis 
ofthe House. Ho will sit in the Chambor till 
midnight, when the maia basinose of the Houre 
is‘stopped. Bat he will probably be engsged in 
some Private Members’ Bille—a matter dem rd- 
ing vigilant promptitude—till noar ba'f pss: 
twelve. 


OBSTRUCTION, 


{a revent times obstraction has played and wiil 
Continue to plsy an important part in the pro- 
ovediogs of the Honse. By the rules of Parliament 
time ie ever of consequence as being marked 
Oat by certain dates which are limits not to bo 
transgressed. Legislation nos completed ia one 
Session is dropped, and, if resamed atoll, mast 
bégin all over again. Often when  meseure or 
® policy canvot ba defsated by direot opposition 
it may be delayed till virtually stopped by lapse 
of time. It oan be hindered by a hundred devices— 
such as speeches long drawn oat, bydra-headed 
objections, amendments, discussions and tho like, 
not always intended for the meascre to which 
they are opplied. Often lesser meaeare is 
debated interminably in order that it may block 
the way of another measure for which the hin- 
drance is really meant. All this goes by the 
name of Obstruction. At ono time it had a 
sinister sound .o English ears, beosuse it 
happened then to be praotieed by the Irish 
Nationalists. 

In troth and fairness, however, wo mast admit 
that there is no term to which so much Misrep:e- 
septation is spplied as Ovatruotion, If keps 
witbio limitse—and they mast be brosd—itis os 
legitimate mode of Parliamentary warfarc. L[: is 
indiscriminately adopsed by all parties without 
exception for their own policy os egaines their 
opponents. The Unioniat party complained of 
Irish obstruction againat its logisistiou, and then 
obstructed with at less, equal skiil the Home 
Bale Bill. Thon it was the tarn of the Lrish to 
complain, in forge\fainess.of what they had them- 
selves done. Had nos the Bill regalating the 
Oburch in Wales been summarily stopped it 
would have bsen obstracted at overy step by the 
Oonservatives. Thore is not any political candour 
in tho complaints,the exouse for them is that they 
are made ander natural vexation and impaticace, 

The only question that osn be enteriained re- 
gardiog Obatraction will rolate to ite limitation. 
The method begaa shortly before 1884. In the 
absence of limitation it bacame iatolerable. After 
1885 the closure was made atricter and stricter 
and has now been pushed us fat as it can be in 
fairness. The rales are probably as good as uhsy 
oan be — consistently always with Parliameotsry 
freedom. Bat she wit of msn cannot devise 
rales shat would preclude the exercise of ingenuity 
by members io going beyond the limits whiob the 
ssid rales were intended to impose. This 
transgression is called in the Honse an abuse of 
the rules. Sach abuse was ofsen committed by 
the Irieh Nationalists io 1887, and sometim:s in 
other years too. Bas now-a-days the Speaker is 
vested with stroug powora of ropresnioa, andif he 
exerts them with discrevt firmness, she limits will 
be saffiviently observed. Bat it shoald be romem- 
bered thst Obstraction is and will remzin a 
potent factor in Parlismentary procecdings,

BRAINS IN PAWN. 


A literary sgent and a journalist, both men 
of great experience in their respective lines, have 
evolved a novel scheme for simultaneously 
making money and benefiting literary men, 

Itis proverbial that the author is frequently 


“hard up” and does not koow where to'turm for: 


alittle ready cash.*Although in the well-filled 
ranks of literature there are many men who can 
nosrly always find a market for anything they 
Write—if they oan afford to wait—few of them 
are able to dogo. Hence the literary pawnshop. 

Is is proposed by the promoters to establish 
a bareau or sgenocy where money will be advanced 
for varions lengths of time, at various rates 
of interest, on all kinds of literary property, 
Nothing will be ogneidered too amall and nothing 
too large, provided only that it reacbes a certain 
standard which the “readera” to the agency 
consider marketable, , 

For inatanoe, M-. Minor Poet will come with 
a litsle ballad or love song, which the “readers” 
consider worth a gaines and likely to realise thas 
amonnt from a certain newspaper. The pawoshop 
advances Mr. Poss 10s. and receivyos the verses 
as collateral wecurity, , 

If wt sheend of thres months the poem is not 
redeemed by the payment of the loan with interest, 
it becomes the property cf the pawobrokers, 
whose expert knowledge of the literery market 
ensbles them to soll it a: a profit. 

Imsginstion pales before the hamorous possi- 
bilities of such a place. Ia one of the little 
boxea--for it ie presumed thas she externs 
eppearance of the ordinary pawnshbop will be 
maintsined—one may, perhaps, see an elderly 
gentleman regarding with astonishment and 
pain “the single haif-crown” that is all he can 
borrow on his fifty-page essay, “Some obaracteris- 
tics of the Amerioan People,” while next door 
to hima distinguished versifier msy be firmiy 
refaeing to take less than £5 ‘for prose fanoy. 

So many ladies are now engeged in the 
prodaction of fiction that there would, doubtless, 
be separate department for authoreases, and 
while waiting, if things wore properly managed, 
they would be regaled with oups of tea. 

lo fatare, then, providing the ekiil ond 
energies of the two promoters are equal to their 
originality, the professional writer, whose work 
is more or leas certain to find a resting-place 
eventually, will always be able to anticipate 
portion of his profits. Moreover, the mere amateur 
will atill have a forlora hope, 

To edits literary pawaosbop will reqaire as much 
tact and expert knowledge ae io edit a big news- 
paper, and ooe woddera if Shakespeare were 
alive to-day acd took she MS, of Hamlet to the 
new isetitacion what be would bn able to borrow 
upon it. Lo all probsbility—pleys being a drag io 
tho marke.—.hs sam would bs very small icdeed,

Bat for thdse who regard their service with the 
atmost seriousness—and they mako ap over one 
quarter, perhaps one third of the House,—the 
work is harassing, fatigaing, and in the long ran 
exhausting. These are the busy members who, 
of their free will in ranning what they consider 
their patriotic career, push on and cerry toits 
conclusion the execntive and legislative business 
ofthe Commons. It is indeed lnoky for the 
nation that many competent and trustworthy men 
ere always found to act thos. Snoh a member 
has a hard life during the Session. Going to bed 
atone o'clock in the morning, he maat rise at 
eight o'clock, and attend to the correspondence, 
which ie always heavy for an active Parliamen- 
tarian, before he proceeds to the House at half- 
past eleven inresdiness for the Committee work 
which opens at noon. This work, which often

The instsnces of men attaining tho highest 
rank in the Commons who had not begun early 
in life are very rare. Mr. Jobn Morley is ao 
signal instance, indeed, to the contrary ; 
but in his eminent case there were special 
circomatencen, connected with Mr, Gladatone and 
Home Rale, which rendered this precedent very 
pecaliar. A member past middle life, say from 
forty to fifty-five years of age, may begin u career 
of a certain kind within the House, in agolid and 
asefal, bat probably not in ao brillisot manner. 
Beyond that sge members who have provionsly 
learot the way of workingNo Parliemort may 
continue to workeven to advanced years. Bat 
those who.begin o career in Parliament late io 
life will not do much ifside the House, however 
important they may bo io politics outside it. 
Whether saccoss in the outer world always comes 
to him who deserves it or not, is a problem wo 
may leave to the moraliste. But in the Honse of 
Commons it does almost infallibly come in some 
shape or other to the deserving. Tho shapes 
indeed are various, bat each one of them are 
tangible and they are suited to the varying 
antecedents, abilities, and opportunitics of the 
various members. To each momber there falls 
some sort of success if he sincerely qualifies 
himeelf for it. Sach success is soon krown in 
the proper circles—after that it may spread to 
the outer world, thoogh such diffasion may be 
slower. Nowhere in this world has real merit of 
whatsoover kind a greater certainty of snccess in 
some form or other, than in the House of Com- 
mons. Excepting only the sdvantego of aristo- 
oratic connection—undoubtedly great—the success 
is apportioned to the merit of the effort made. 
Those who bogin their exertion past middle lifo, 
cannot expect the same reward as those who have 
been working all slong from their early manhood. 
Aa the Isbour is varions—on the green benobes, 
in the Division lobbies, in the precincts of/the 
House, io the Committee rooms, in the“con- 
sistency of example in all things—so are the 
rewards. Bnot.some reward or other comes to 
him who Isbours, and this too in proportion to 
his morits, O£ no career oan this be more traly 
said than of a Parliamentary one.
